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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and using 
it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it 
is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of 
carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1 1-19 and 21-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most 
nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1 1 , from which the remaining claims depend, limits the flanged region as giving the 
guarantee a "circumferentially discontinuous outer perimeter." The disclosure does not enable this. 
There is nothing discontinuous about the outer perimeter. None of the figures show a discontinuous outer 
perimeter. To the best degree Examiner understands the claimed subject matter, at best the flanged 
region makes the bottom edge of the guarantee have a non-uniform radius. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

4. Claims 1 , 2 and 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Schweigert 
et al. US 2003/0127418 in view of Spatz et al. US 5,660,289. 

Schweigert 418 teaches a tamper evident closure comprising a bottom (16), guarantee (26) and 
area of reduced thickness (30). 

The reference fails to teach vertical cuts. 

Spatz '289 teaches vertical cuts (29, 49) in figure 2A, to help indicate tampering. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify the closure of Schweigert '418, providing vertical cuts as taught by Spatz '289, motivated 
by the benefit of providing more evidence of tampering. 

Regarding claim 2, because the cuts are taught to be evenly distributed about the circumference, 
it would be obvious to place the cuts inbetween the areas of reduced thickness, and thus each area of 
reduced thickness would be between cuts. 

Claims 5-8 contain limitations of the container, which is only claimed as intended use. It has 
been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed 
structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). Furthermore, if a prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use as recited in the preamble, then it meets the claim. See, e.g., In 
re Schreiber, 128 F.3d 1473, 1477, 44 USPQ2d 1429, 1431 (Fed. Cir. 1997). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -2, 5-8, 11-19 and 21 -23 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
